Year Book. It strikes me as being a very useful gathering of practical 
information, not easy to come by otherwise, for all concerned with 
writing of any kind, as well as a valuable reference book for a wider 
audience.

Information on the Preparation 


Of Manuscripts 


Intending writers must be aware that certain tools and procedures 
are necessary if work is to be submitted to an editor. Very little hand- 
written copy is acceptable today, so a typewriter with a good clear 
ribbon and plenty of correctly sized paper and carbon paper are required. 


Paper sizes vary. Most editors now prefer reports and news items 
on octavo or 8” x 5” paper typed across the 8’ width. Articles, short 
stories, features and even book length copy requires a white quarto 
sheet of reasonable weight. Radio, television and producers of stage 
plays still insist on foolscap length for quiet easy handling. 


The New Zealand Government Printing Office Style Book of 
1958 provides a standardised basis and is worth studying. It requires 
in short that: “All copy .... should be typewritten double spaced on 
one side only of paper. Alterations should be made in ink or type- 
written. Unfamiliar words should not be divided at the end of a line. 
Margins at least one inch wide should be left at top, bottom and left- 
hand side of each sheet. The original or first carbon impression should 
be sent, one copy being retained by the author. A manuscript should 
be kept flat, not rolled or folded; sheets should be numbered consecu- 
tively and securely fastened at the upper left-hand corner. ‘The number- 
ing of sheets should be continuous and independent of subdivisions 
such as sections or chapters... .” 


With regard to fastenings it can be noted here that some book 
publishers prefer to have manuscript sent in a folder without fastenings 
of any sort. Most prefer the brass type paper fastener which is inserted 
into the pages and can be removed or replaced at will. 


Word lengths and other requirements vary with each individual 
editor and publication. This is why copy to be acceptable must con- 
form to the required editorial standards. Here style of writing, subject 
matter and its presentation, the use or non-use of illustrations, line 
drawings and/or photographic prints all demand a comprehensive 
study of the market for which you intend to write. 


Word counting can be tedious. This can be minimized by letting 
the typewriter do most of the work. Five letters and a space are 
equivalent to an average word. Therefore sixty spaces between the 
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margin controls gives a ten-word line. ‘Twenty-five lines double spaced 
gives a page of two hundred and fifty words. ‘To ensure accuracy allow 
a top margin of eight single spaced lines. The lower margin should then 
also be correct. Indented paragraphs should be typed as you wish them 
to appear and all lines must be counted as ten-word lines. 

Photographs must always carry captions or texts firmly attached 
or printed on the back. Front and back cover sheets of the same size 
as the manuscript will keep the typescript clean. Details of title, num- 
ber of words, author’s name and address should be entered on the front 
cover. The author’s name or nom-de-plume should also be entered im- 
mediately after the title on the first page. 

Having done all this give a final check to the manuscript itself. 
Make sure that facts and spelling are correct, and that grammar and 
punctuation tell the story as you wish it to be told. 

Include a self-addressed envelope with sufficient stamps for your 
manuscript’s return. 

Before mailing enter the date, details, to whom the manuscript 
was sent and the postage in a small daybook. As each manuscript is 
accepted or rejected either enter up the cheque received or look for 
another likely editor. Replace cover sheets if necessary before sending 
the copy out again. Bring the daybook entry up to date. This acts as 
a guide for income tax purposes at the end of the financial year.

COMMENTS: A basic requirement of Reader’s Digest articles is that they should, 
in the opinion of the Editors, appeal to the magazines’ millions of readers in 
many lands. Local controversial issues should be avoided. Stories should 
“accentuate the positive” (no sex or sensationalism for its own sake), and, par- 
ticularly in those about people, should have an inspirational quality. In general, 
the Editors cannot stress too highly the importance of a careful analysis of the 
type of material that has gained the magazine its immense and unparalleled 
following around the world.

In New Zealand, under the Copyright Act 1962, copyright comes into 
existence automatically upon the completion of any original literary, dramatic. 
musical, and artistic work (including photographs). No registration is necessary 
(or even possible), nor is any other formality required for securing copyright 
protection. 


Copyright also subsists in New Zealand in sound recordings, cinematograph 
films, broadcasts, and published editions (typography) of literary, dramatic, and 
musical works. 


Copyright in literary, dramatic, musical, and artistic works (except photo- 
graphs) continues until 50 years after the author’s death, if the works are pub- 
lished in the author’s lifetime, and until 50 years after publication or 75 years 
after death (whichever is shorter) if they are unpublished at the death of the 
author. Copyright in photographs, sound recordings, cinematograph films, and 
broadcasts continues until 50 years after the making, and in editions until 25 
years after publication. 


Copyright in New Zealand in literary, dramatic, musical, and artistic works 
and in cinematograph films extends to all countries which are parties to the 
International Convention for the Protection of Literary and Artistic Works (Berne 
Copyright Union) and to all countries which are parties to the Universal Copy- 
right Convention. In some cases sound recordings, broadcasts, and published 
editions are also protected overseas. New Zealand is a party to both Conven- 
tions. 


Most of the important countries of the world (except at present Russia and 
China, but all English speaking countries) have acceded to the one or the other 
or to both Conventions. 


No formality of any kind is required for protection in member-countries 
of the Berne Copyright Union, but in some countries which are parties to the 
Universal Copyright Convention (for example the U.S.A.) it is necessary, if copy- 
right is claimed, to display on the work or film the symbol! of the letter C in a 
circle, the name of the Copyright owner, and the year of first publication in such 
a manner and location as to give reasonable notice of the claim. 


Generally speaking, the first owner of the copyright is the author or maker 
unless the author or maker was employed or commissioned to make the work 
sound recording or film. In that case the employer or commissioner is usually 
the owner. If the author or maker has assigned his copyright in writing, the 
assignee is the owner. 


In New Zealand certain disputes relating to performing rights of copyright 
works, sound recordings, or films may be determined by the Copyright Tribunal.

Annual awards totalling approximately £(NZ) 2000 are administered by the 
Minister of Internal Affairs on the advice of the Literary Fund Advisory Com- 
mitte. Grants come under four broad headings for the purpose of giving 
assistance in diverse directions within the scope of the award. 


Section 1: .... to enable the publication of writing of literary merit... . 


Usually applied for by the publisher when small editions of a literary work 
make publication costs intolerable without some financial assistance. Works of 
literary merit including contemporary creative, Maori literature, reprints of New 
Zealand classics, and historical writing can in this way be printed without pro- 
hibitive costs preventing sales of the authors’ works. 


Section 2: ... . for approved projects by New Zealand authors... 


This grant is applied for by the author himself, prior to or during creative 
work he thinks of sufficient importance to warrant some financial aid. 

Another condition in this clause is that applicants must be New Zealand 
writers. 

Works requiring a great deal of research by established New Zealand 
authors, or works requiring research by New Zealand scholars in their own 
field, will usually qualify an author for inclusion in this section. 


Section 3: .... to encourage the reading and study of New Zealand literature .. . 


by writing of critical books and studies. Scholarly research again appears essen- 
tial. Unlike Section 2 however, the publisher will make application for this grant 
on behalf of the recommended author as he did in Section 1. 


Section 4: .... such other assistance as the committee .. . . may deem desirable. 


By leaving this section open the Committee have entinded choice. This is 
the section where younger or less established writers can receive some small 
recognition. For the value of the grants is often of less importance than is the 
prestige of validity to the creative writer. 


SCHOLARSHIP IN LETTERS:
